to reconsider it. They had replied that the only 
available housing facilities were in Germany. Mr. 
Marshall also remarked that the French offer of 
admittance was still open and that the refugees need 
not therefore remain in Germany.

I regret to report that, though the problem of 
Palestine has long been a topic of public interest in Norway 
without hitherto resulting in a definite crystallisation of 
opinion in favour of any one of the three contending parties, 
the Jews, the Arabs and His Majesty's Government, the affair of 
the “President Warfield" now bids fair to crystallise it in an 
anti-British direction. , 


Qe A story with such an evident news value (which, I note, 
ls recognised even by The Times, judging by the prominence with 
which it is reported in that journal), has not, of course, escaped 
exploitation by the Norwegian press; and it so happens that 
Aftenposten, the most widely-read of the Oslo papers, obtains its 
news of the proceedings at Hamburg from a Danish correspondent of 
the Copenhagen Berlingske Tidende, whose accounts are vivid and 
mainly hostile, while the Norwegian Telegraph Bureau obtains 
Similar reports from a correspondent now in Germany, an unbalanced 
young man who seems to have secured entry into that country under 
false pretences (a matter now under investigation by His Majesty's 
Bmbassy and the authorities in the British zone). The sensational 
Dagbladet goes still further, as was to be expected3; and even in the 
more responsible journals there is an implicit condemnation of the 
British authorities which is expressed in its most moderate form in 
an article by the foreign editor of the Government organ 
Arbeiderbladet, published in that paper on September 10th. 


De This article gives a balanced account of the events leading 
up to the trans~-shipment at Hamburg and concludes with the following 
remarks:- 

"We must realise .uite clearly that the British are entirely 
within their rights. They possess the authority to determine 
the immigration yuota for Palestine. They have very strong. 
grounds for not permitting greater immigration at the present 
time, as it would create violent disturbances in the whole Middle 
Bast and in Palestine itself. Above all, they cannot revise 
their policy immediately before the discussion of the report 
from the Palestine Committee which is to be undertaken by U.N.O's 
General assembly. And it was the refugees themselves who 
refused to accept the reasonable solution of being received in 
France. 

"But whether the British have handled this wisely is quite 
another question. Much goes to show that the authorities in 
London have not been aware of the reaction which would be caused, 
not only among Jews but in all the previously German-occupied 
territories, by sending the immigrants to Germany. lt is of 
course pure demogogy to talk of this as a deportation such as 
we remember from the war years. But the very thought of sending 
Jews to Germany must set tempers afire. We know how a Jew 
must feel about it, and we know that anti-semitic Germans will 
make the situation even worse by their quiet sneers. 

"The British Empire is large. Was there no other way out? 

"But one must draw a clear distinction between the two 
Sides of this question. The one consists of the indisputable 
Yights of the British; the other is whether they have made a 
wise use of their rights".

It had 
pecome evident that the policy of sending illegal immigrants 
to camps in Cyprus, where they qualify for inclusion in the 
legal immigration quota to Palestine, had only served to 
encourage the stream of illegal imnigrants which has. for 
months: been flowing from Kastern Europe via countries with 
a Mediterranean seaboard. It is noteworthy that a large 
part of this stream consists, not of refugees, but of Jews 
who have been Gncouragéd by the organisers of the traffic to 
leave their homes in Eastern Europe.

The older people, perhaps with relativés in 
Palestine, who would qualify on those grounds are regularly

Official Says Troops Will Act 
Only if Jews Reject Bid 
to Debark at Hamburg

HAMBURG, Germany, Sept. 5— 
British Military Government au- 
thorities declared today that ut- 
most tact and patience would be 
employed in attempts to persuade 
4,300 Jewish refugees to debark 
peacefully from three British ves- 
sels when they arrive Sunday 
morning. They expressed the hope 
that the 1,400 passengers on the 
Ocean Vigour, the first of the three 
ships, would be entrained within 
seven hours after docking. 


[Press service dispatches said 
that the British officials had de- 
clared that if the passengers re- 
sisted being landed, troops would 
be prepared to use tear gas and 
water hoses to force them off the 
ships. ] 

The refugees are being sent here 
after having been turned back 
from Palestine, to which they had 
set out from southern France in 
the steamer Exodus 1947, formerly 
the President Warfield. 

Vaughan Berry, British Commis- 
gioner for Hamburg, said at an 


interview that the troops would be 
kept out of sight until it was as- 
certained that the refugees would 
not answer his appeal to land 
peacefully. He declared that all 
efforts were being made to assure 
that the refugees would be placed 
behind barbed wire quickly and 
that their stay would be as com- 
fortable as is possible in Germany.

The reshuffle, which also was a 
result of the nation-wide discon- 
tent, especially toward the Gov. 
ernment’s ‘internal and economic 
policies, was commented upon ag 
“an indication that the hard. 
pressed Cabinet soon will resign 
entirely.”’ 

The Republican spokesman in 
Ankara stated that the shake-up 
was “to strengthen” the Govern. 
ment’s position before the forth. 
coming Republican General Con. 
gress. At that time, President 
Inonu and the 
publicans are expected to settle 
the political crisis that has been 
growing daily, to the detriment of 
the country’s. progress. 

In a declaration coinciding with 
the Cabinet changes the Opposi- 
tion claimed that none of the 
promised democratic and economic 
reforms had been put into practice 
and that all the Government’s ef: 
forts were aimed to keep it ir 
power. 


Open Ballot Under Fire 


The Democrats hold—and many) 
Republicans agreed—that had the 
confidence ballot been _ secret, 
rather than open as desired by Mr. 
Peker’s extreme wing, the Govern- 
ment would have had to face far 
larger opposition than the thirty. 
five votes recorded against the 
Cabinet. 

However, that group of thirty- 
five included several leading mem- 
bers of the Republican party, 
many of whom were closely asso- 
ciated with President Inonu. 

Contradicting governmental as- 
sertions, the Opposition declara- 
tion claims that the economic situ- 
ation is worse than ever and that 
the official figures on foreign 
trade tend to mislead the public. 

It is charged that these figures, 
intended to indicate a favorable 
trade balance compared to the pre- 
war years, are not representative 
of the actual situation, as Turkey 
this year exported 400,000 ‘tons of 
cereals that she had been unable 
to sell during the war. Turkey will 
have no large amount of cereals 
to export in 1948. 

A main point in the Democrats’ 
declaration attacks Premier Peker 
for his reference, in his speech de- 
manding a vote of confidence, to 
“American testimony” that his was 
a “democratic government.” This 
brings up again the criticism that 
the United States, while combating 
the extreme Left in this part of 
the world, is supporting elements 
that hardly are considered demo- 
cratic. 


U. S. Statement Attacked 


Premier Peker, to prove his 
democratic way of doing things, 
had referred to answers provided 
by the State Department to a 
questionnaire submitted members 
of Congress with regard to aid 
to Turkey and Greece in which 
it was stated that in the main, 
Turkey enjoyed freedom of the 
press.

4,554 Jews were intercepted on board the s.s- PRESIDI NT 
WARFIELD in an attempt to enter Palestine illegally. They 
had left France with forged Golombian visas of destination, 
in contravention of the International Conventions for the 
safety of Life at Sea and Load Lines. This ship of under 
2,000 tons was far too small to carry anything like 4,500 
people in safety, let alone in proper conditions of 
sanitation. The French authorities had instructed the ship 
not to Leave, but she cut her hawserse 


The case of the PRESIDENT WARFLELD represented a 
narticularly flagrant example of the activitivs of those 
responsible for organising the Jcwish illegal immigration 
traffic. As you will be awarc, His Majesty's Government and 
the Government of Palestine have tor some time been gravely 
cnbarrasscd in their exercisc of the Palestine Mandate and in 
the maintenance of peace and internal security in Palestine 
by this Jewish {illegal immigrant traffic. They arc pound to 
enforce the present immigration quotes of 1,500 a month for 
Jews and they would have no justificetion, in the present 
interim period before the United Nations make a 
recommendation regarding the future of Palcstinc, for 
altering this quota. Immigration policy is of cardinal 
importance to the Palestine problem and all coneerned should 
await tho decision of the United Nations in this regard. 
Nevertheless, the organisers of thc illegal immigrant 
traffic are at present trying to cxeeed the quota with the 
object of upsetting the balance of population in the 
country, and are thereby aggravating an alrcady tense and 
Svea situation which has lcd to bloodshcd between Arabs 
and JCWS. 


In view of the exceptional size of the PRESIDINT 
wARFIELD contingent and of the illicit manner in which 
they left #rancc, His Majesty's Government had no 
alternative but to arrange for the return of the illegal 
immigrants to their country of embarkation, France. It had 
become evident that the policy of sending illegal immigrants 
to camps in Cyprus, where they qualify for inclusion in the 
legal immigration quota to Palestine, had only served to 
encourage. the stream of illegal. immigrants which has for 
months becn flowing from Eastern Yurope via countries with 
a Meditterranean seaboard. It is noteworthy that o large 
part of this stream consists, not of refugees, but of Jcws 
who have been encouraged by the organisers of the traffic to 
leave their homes in Fastern Murope. The organisers select 
the immigrants with little regard to humanitarian 
considerations. The older people, perhaps with relatives in 
Palestine who would qualify on those grounds are regularly 
passed over in favour of young men and women and expectant 
mothers (the latter most unsuitcd to face the appalling 
conditions of overcrowding in which they are sent to 
Palcstinc). Parents arc encouraged to send their children

To revert to the events following the return of 
the 4,500 illegal immigrants to France. The British 
transports were left at Port de Bouc for three weeks in the 
hope that their passengers would accept the French offer of 
hospitality and disembark in France. When it became clear 
that the illegal immigrants would not agree to Land and 
that the French Government would not constrain them to do 
so, it was neccssary to find a destination for them under 
British jurisdiction. In the light of the general situation 
in regard to the illegal immigrant troffic which I have 
briefly explained above, His Majesty's Government were quite 
elcar that it would be undcsirable to send the illegal 
immigrants back to Cyprus. They considered a number of 
destinations in British Colonial territory but in no case 
was it possible to arrange adequate accommodation at short 
notice for such a large number of people. It was thercfore 
reluctantly decidcd to send the illegal immigrants 
temporarily to the British Zonc on Germany, the only place 
where accommodation could be orovided at short notice, and 
to continue to press the French Government to receive them 


back through the British Zone. 


There has been much criticism of the decision to 
send these Jcws to Germany. For the reasons I have given 


above, no alternative destination was available. It 

should be remembcred, moreover, that this territory is

Every report we receive tends to 
indicate that we have to fear an early 
illegal immigrant operation from the coast 
of Roumania or Bulgaria by the two ships 
"Paducah" and "Northlands". Our Missions 
at Bucharest and Sofia have made a number 
of represerflations on -the subject to the 
Roumanian and Bulgarian Governments and 
we have also taken the matter up in Moscow, 
where we have been able to show that the 
Uruguayan visas which are said to be in 
the possession of the would-be illegal 
immigrants are false. 


The only further preventive action 
of which I can think would be to send a 
warship ~ probably a destroyer or an escort 
vessel - into the Black Sea to shadow one 
or both of the two suspect ships and 
establish if possible how and where they take 
on board the illegal immigrants. we 
should have to give fifteen days' notice 
of our wish to send a ship through the 
Straits and the nearest units available 
are with the Palestine Patrol. 


The Southern Department tell me that 
they would have no objection to our sending 
a ship through the Straits, provided we 
made it clear what cur purpose waS.e I 
agree that, if we did so, it would be well 
to state our purpose, which might deter the 
organisers of the traffic. Indeed, the 
whole operation would be of a deterrent 
rather than a practical nature. Even if 
we securedevidence of where embarkation 
took place, it might not be practical 
politics to attempt to carry out 
refoulement to Roumania or Bulgaria, and 
we are not likely to have the ships to do 
so for some weeks (i.e. until the threee 
transports return from Hamburg to 
Palestine waters). 


IN THIS MARGIN. 
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I have discussed the matter with the 
Admiralty, who pointed out the disadvantages, 
1.6. the delay in getting through the 
Straits, the limited time which our ship 
can spend in the Black Sea and the possi-~ 
bility that the illegal immigrant ships 
might play a waiting game. The Admiralty 
would be w ing to consider sending a ship 
if we put in a strong recommendation to 
this effect, but in all the circumstances 
I. would recommend that we are not justified 
in doing So. I think that just now, when 
the matter is before the United Nations 
and we are likely to be making a statement 
of policy, we should do best to limit 
ourselves to action short of "shadowing" 
and, if the illegal immigrant ships succeed 
in getting through, send the people to 
Cyprus in the normal waye |

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REPORT ON THE DISEMBARKATION OF Jnws 
ex EXODUS 4.7 AT HAMBURG 


GENERAL 


1. This report deals with each ship separately because _ 
cach presented a different: problem. The main difference is the 
attitude of the leaders which varied from complete co-operation 
to complete opposition. It should also be borne in mind--that 
the guiding factor in most of the actions of the JsWs-is to gain 
the sympathy of the world presse 


PRELIMINARY 


ae I came ahead in a fast launch when the Fleet docked at 
ELBE I Light - on the morning of 6th September and attended a 
conference at which cveryeone connected with the operation was 
presente 


Two decisions which were take at that meeting have 
come in for a lot of press vilificationfand as both were on my 
“ecommendation I had to give my reasons"for my opinions] 


The first was to prevent the press and C.C.G. Officials 
Soing on to the ships at CUXHAVEN and the other was to prevent 
the press being on the quay-side until after the operation of 
disembarkation had started. The reason for both is exactly 
the same, If one is an actor there is no point in putting on 
your show if there is no audience and the same applies to the 
immigrants, After disembarkation, they are free to spread all 
the atrocity stories they like, whatever the disembarkation has 
been like but if the press_is there they have got to put ona 
“he. show for them to see. MyJrecommendations were therefore based 
“on preventing bloodshed both among the Jews and Gy~ews)long- ger 
suffering soldiers. This opinion may or may not have been 
right but it is worthy of note that the trouble on Océan Vigour 
did not start till the press appeared. The preli@inaries 
therefore included a completely deserted quay Which puzzled the

« Statcment was made to them over loudshailers in almost 
every known Huropean language that the time had come to disembark 
and telling them what woulda happen to them as regards disposal. 

This was drowned by the Singing so the loud-speakers were brought 
On board and the statoment repeated straight into the holds. This 

Was greeted with cat-calls and abusc.e They were given a time Limit 
and on the oxpiry'of this, G.O,C. Hamburg District, after agreement 
With the Regional Commissioner, told me to carry on and clear the 
Ship forcibly. : 


The problem was not an casy one and I had to decide 
between recommending the altehatives of smoking them out with 
tear smoke or going in and pulling them oute £ choose the latter 
because I considered that there Was a very reasonable hope that 
when we appeared in the holds looking business-like, and we had 
removed tho firat few, the rest might follow peacefully and there 
might have been very little damage donee If tear smoke is used

Noe 1 hold was to be occupied by my own Airborne troops 
and Noe 2 by a mixcd compnay of C.M.P. and Foresters, 100 strong, 
with a third company of Foresters acting as a link from the holds 
to the ganuway to pass on any-one who got roughe The two 
commanders occupying the holds were told to seize the bottom of 
the ladder and then wait to see if they were assaulted. if 
nothing happened they were to start peacefully casing out any-one 
who wanted to go and try to leave any tough case to the engg ich 
is the method we have previously adopted with suecess in clétring 
ships at HATE 


No 2. hold was the worst proposition because they had 
the leaders there, which we were not certain about at the times 
and also because they were about 900 there insteaé@ of 500 as 
numbers 2 and 3 holds are interconnecting. The only escape from 
Noe 3 had been demolished by the Jews and the only exit was through 
NOs 2e I think this had probably been done to prevent the weaker 
bretheren escaping at the back while the battle raged in front. 


In Noe 1 hold there Was no immediate reaction when the 
troops appeared but all the Jews withdrew in a ring round the hold 
to sec what Was going to happene There were no signs of peaccful 
disembarkation however, so the first Jews were picked up and 
removed fighting madly all the way. This started the trouble 
but on the whole in this hold most of. the fighting started with 
Jcws being removed and not with their attacking soldiers, though 
quite a lot of miscellaneous missiles were thrown. After the first 
batch had been removed a large number came off, peacefully helped 
by the soldicrs but the last hundred or so put upva spirited 
resistence and nearly all had to be carried oute Sticks had to 
be used in several cases #8\}he resistance of even the children 
was fanatical and one soldiér broke a wrist being knocked off from 
half-way up the stairs. | 
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Things would probably have becn worse if the Jews had 
not Known the soldiers and also if the soldiers had not had some 
idea of what to expect. It is a very frightening thing to go 
into a hold full of yelling maniacs when outnumbered 6 or 8 to 1. 


In Noe 2 hold the drill was the same but the response 
was much brisker. The C.M.P. led the way and a line went straight 
across cutting the hold in two while they awaited Jewish reactions. 
after avery short. pause, with a lot of ‘relling and female screams, 
every available weapon up to biscuit tins and Sulks of timber 'was 
hurled at the soldiers. . They withstood it admirably and very 
stoically till the Jews assaulted and in the first rush several 
soldiers were downed with half-a-dozen Jews on top kicking and 
tearinge Sticks were used then in self-defence and hoses were 
also successfully brought into pleye 2fter this it was a question 
of grabbing the nearest Jew and pulling him up the steps but about 
ninety per cent had to be dragged. Hoses were used again towards 
the end to break up the party of fanatical last ditcher@.e The battle 
Was rough throughoutLandj{the first assault was undoubtedly made by

In the holds, there was very little unnecessary striking
